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Loans to the industrious classes resident in Ireland ; BE it therefore 
Enacted, That the said last-recited Act, and all and every the Enact- 
ments, Clauses and Provisions therein contained (save so far as the 
same may be repealed or altered by this Act), shall extend to all As- 
sociations or Societies already formed or incorporated, or which may 5 
hereafter be formed or incorporated, in any part of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, for the purpose of lending, either directly 
or through local or county Trustees, Treasurers, Managers, Committees 
or otherwise, money or goods to the poor or industrious classes resident 
in Ireland, so far as regards the proceedings of branch offices or Loan 10 
Societies actually doing business within Ireland, but not otherwise; 
and all such Associations or Societies as aforesaid, which have 
been already formed or incorporated, but whose rules have not been 
certified and enrolled pursuant to the provisions of the said last- 
recited Act, shall with all convenient speed, after the passing of this 15 
Act, cause their rules to be so certified and enrolled ; and in case any 
such Association or Society as aforesaid, which has been already 
formed or incorporated, shall not, at the expiration of Twelve calendar 
Months from the passing of this Act, have caused its rules to be certified 
for the purpose of being enrolled, pursuant to the provisions of the said 20 
last-recited Act, it shall not be lawful for such Association or Society, 
or for the Trustees, Managers, Committee, Treasurer or any Officer or 
Officers thereof, or for any person or persons in the name or on behalf 
of such Association or Society, or otherwise, to sue for, receive or 
recover any money or goods which may have been theretofore lent or 25 
advanced out of the funds or property of such Association or 
Society : Provided always, That any Loan Societies in Ireland which 
have been established by, and are in connexion with, the London 
Charitable Association, commonly called the Irish Reproductive 
Loan Fund Institution, and have been heretofore enrolled under the 3® 
said Acts of the fourth and tenth years of King George the Fourth, 
or either of them, may continue to carry on their proceedings without 
a new enrollment under the said Act of the sixth and seventh years of 
bis late Majesty j and the said Loan Societies shall have and enjoy 
all the powers, privileges, immunities and remedies which they have 35 
heretofore possessed under the said Acts of the fourth and tenth years 
of King George the Fourth, or either of them, as fully and effectually 
to all intents and purposes as if this present Act never had been 
passed. 

And be it Enacted, That every Society w’hich shall hereafter be 40 
formed for the purposes aforesaid, shall, with all convenient speed after 
the formation thereof, cause its Rules to be certified and enrolled pur- 
suant to the provisions of t!ie said last-recited Act, and until its Rules 
shall have been certified for the purpose of being so enrolled, it shall

lo cietiesi and it shall be lawful for every such Society to proceed to act 
in execution of the purposes for which it shall have been established, 
immediately after such Society shall have received back from the said 
Barrister its Rules duly certified pursuant to the said last-recited Act, and 
it shall not be necessary for such Society to postpone or suspend its 
,r operations until the Rules so certified shall have been confirmed at the 
Quarter Sessions ; nevertheless it shall be the duty of the Clerk of the 
Peace, to whom a certified transcript of such Rules shall have been 
transmitted, to proceed to have the same confirmed and enrolled, as 
directed by the said recited Act.

shall become 'bound with sufficient Sureties in the manner prescribed 
as by the said Act of the sixth and seventh years of the reign of his 
late Majesty King William the Fourth, for the just and faithfiil 
execution of such office or trust, in a sum or sums of money of reason- 
able amount, regard being had to the amount or extent of the trust 
committed to such Treasurer or other officer ; and in case it shall appear 
30 to the Loan Fund Board established by the said Act, in any instance, 
that the Security so found is insufficient, either as regards the solvency 
of the Sureties or the amount of the Security or otherwise, then anc^ 
in every such case, and from time to time so often as the same shall 
happen, it shall be lawful for the said Loan Fund Board to requite that 
35 increased or better Security be found ; and in case any Society shall 
refuse or neglect to comply with such requisition of the said Board, 
it shall be lawful for the said Board to proceed to act with re^rd to 
such Society in like manner as the said Board is hereby authonze 
to act with regard to any Society which may have violated the pro- 
40 visions of the said recited Act or of this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall not be lawful for any such Society 
as aforesaid, to pay to any Clerk, Officer or Servant of such Society any 
Salary or other allowance, unless the amount thereof sliall have been 
ascertained by the Rules of such Society, or unless a reasonable hmd

any such Salary or allow ance, or of any such limit as aforesaid ascer- 
tained or which may hereafter be ascertained by the Rules of any such 
Society, and likewise to reduce all and every or any other expense to be 
incurred by any such Society, in the management thereof, for house- 
rent, stationery or otherwise ; and after such reduction shall have been 10 
notified to such Society, it shall not be lawful for the same to exceed 
in their payments the amount of the sums so reduced. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the 
said Loan Fund Board from time to time, as often as they shaU 
judge it expedient so to do, to make such General Rules for the 15 
regulation' and government of Loan Societies, and for limiting the • 
stock or money, and the number and amount of debentures or other 
securities to be held at one and the same time by or for the use of one 
and the same person, or body, company or association of persons, 
and to direct- the place at which the principal and interest secured by 20 
such debentures or securities shall be made payable, as. in the opinion 
of the said Board shaU be calculated to. promote the objects of these 
Institutions, provided such General Rules be in conformity to law, and 
to the pvpyisiou.s of th,e Statutes, then in force relati,ng to such Societres t 
Providedi al.SiO, That with the view of receiving the opinions of all 25 
parties concerned, the Loan Fund Board shall, cause a copy of such, 
proposed. Rules to be transmitted to every Loan Society registered 
pursuant to law; and after the lapse of One Month. from the. period 
of so transmitting the same, the Board shall consider the. opinions, 
and shall amend or affirm such Rules as to. them, may seem meet,, and 30 
shall thereupon cause a copy of the General. Rules to be, transmitted to 
the Chief or Un,der Secretary of State for Ireland for the time- being, 
and in ca*e suchChief or Under Secretary shall notify in. writing to the

and whereas by the said recited Act of the sixth and seventh 
years of the reign of his late Majesty King William the Fourth it 
is provided, that in case it should appear to the aforesaid Loan Fund 
10 Board in Dublin, after due investigation and inquiry, that any of such 
Loan Fund Societies as aforesaid, or other Societies entitled to the 
benefit of the said Act, should not have strictly adhered to their 
rules as aforesaid, or that they should have applied any of their funds, 
or done any matter or thing contrary to the provisions of that Act, 
15 such Loan Fund Board should cause an advertisement to be inserted 
to that effect in some country paper circulating in such district, and 
should also notify the same to the Clerk of the Peace with whom 
the rules might be filed, and after the space of Six Months after such 
advertisement had appeared in such paper it should no longer be 
20 lawful for the Treasurer, Clerk or other Officer of any such Society 
to avail himself of the special provisions of the said Act, nor for any 
Justice or Justices of the Peace to award any sum to be paid to him 
in consideration of any such note or security as therein mentioned : 
And whereas by the said recited Act it was also provided that in 
25 case any such Society as aforesaid should be deprived of the benefit of 
the said Act, the whole of the clear net profits not previously appro- 
priated to some charitable purpose, after payment of all debts of or 
claims on such Society, and of all losses, should be appropriated to 
such hospital, infirmary or to such other local charitable purpose as the 
30 Trustees, with the approbation of the Loan Fund Board, should think 
proper : And whereas it is expedient that the said provisions should 
be repealed, and other provisions substituted in lieu thereof.; BE it 
therefore Enacted, That the said clauses of the said recited Act lastly 
herein recited shall be and the same are hereby repealed from and after 
33 the commencement of this Act ; and in case it shall appear to the afore 
said Loan Fund Board in Dublin, after due investigation and inquiry, 
that any of such Loan Societies as aforesaid have not adhered strictly to 
their rules, or have applied any of their profits, or done any matter or 
thing contrary to the provisions of the said recited Act .of the sixth 
40 seventh years of the reign of his late Majesty, or of this Act, 
such Society may be deprived by the said 'Loan Fund Board of the 
benefit of the said recited Act, and of this Act; and after notifying 
their decision in that behalf to such Society, and also to the Clerk of 
the Peace with whom the rules of such Society shall be filed, the

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Board may cause the affairs of such Society to be wound up, and for 
that purpose may appoint a fit and proper person to call in and receive 
all outstanding loans, and to discharge all outstanding debts and 
demands, and, either in his own name or in the name of the Treasurers,

Laws relating to Friendly Societies, as far as the same relate to the 
certifying, transmitting and enrolling the Rules, or any alteration or 
amendment of the Rules of Friendly Societies, shall be applicable to the 
cerlitying, transmitting and enrolling the Rules, or any alteration or 
amendment of the Rules of any Society to established under the 5 
provisions of this Act, and also that an authenticated copy or 
transcript of all such Rules, or of any alteration or amendment
